Ave Maria Johannes Brahms 


Johannes Brahms’ setting of Ave Maria for treble voices is one of his most 
beloved choral works. The piece is written in three sections: the opening 
statement of Hail Mary leads gently into the only statement of the text “Jesus” 
which occurs in the piece. The work then concludes with a desperate plea for 
mercy from the singers, a mercy which descends gently from heaven in the 
soprano voices at the close of the piece.

Missa Brevis Nancy Telfer 


Canadian composer Nancy Telfer was born in Brampton, Ontario in 1950 and 
studied music at the University of Western Ontario. Telfer is best known for her 
sacred and secular choral works, and the text is alvays paramount in her vocal 
music. The four movements in this short mass for treble voices highlight both the 
correct emphasis of the mass text and its personal meaning to the composer. 
The mood wanders from bleak and lonely to fervent, from the silent prayer of 
one individual to the desperate unified cries for mercy which close the work. 


Mags In C For Two Equal Voices Sigismund Neukomm 


Neukomm is a little known composer who was born in Salzburg, Austria and 
studied extensively with both Michael Haydn and his younger brother Josef 
Haydn. Neukomm was reponsible for the keyboard arrangements of several of 
Haydn's most famous oratorios and he also counted among his students Mozart's 
young son Franz Xaver Mozart. “Papa Haydn's” musical influence can be felt 
strongly throughout Neukomm's Mass ia C, both in the setting of the mass text, 
and in the Classical approach to the harmonies used. This is a delightful 
example of the approach to choral composition in the 18th century.

TONIGHT’S CONDUCTOR 


James Dinhorn is a native of &t. John’s, Newfoundland where he appeared 
frequently on both CBC Radio and Television as a boy soprano and actor. He 
moved to Toronto in 1985 and completed a Bachelor of Music in Vocal 
Derformance at the University of Toronto. During a year of Special Studies in 
elementary Education and Choral Conducting at U of T, Mr. Pinhorn served as 
the Assistant Conductor of the Concert Choir conducted by Doctor Doreen 
Rao. During that year he was invited by Dr. Rao to conduct the choir in a 
performance of Sharon Fragments at a gala concert honouring Canadian 
composer John Beckwith. That same year Mr. Dinhorn was invited by Robert 
Cooper to conduct the backstage chorus in three performances of Ravel's 
ballet Daphnis et Chloe for the National Ballet of Canada. He also served as 
conductor of the University Chorus at U of T for two years before accepting his 
present post as conductor of the University of Toronto Women’s Chorus. Mr. 
Dinhorn is a vocal coach for the Toronto Mendelssohn Youth Choir conducted 
by Robert Cooper, and was recently invited to conduct members of this choir 
in a performance of our national anthem for the opening of the Bank of Montreal 
Institute for Learning with Prime Minister Jean Cretien in attendance. He is 
currently a music teacher with the Scarborough Board of Education. 


The University Women’s Chorus 


The University Women's Chorus began in 1986 under the direction of Michael 
Coghlan and was conducted by Anne Cooper Gay from 1988 to the spring of 
1993. The present conductor began his leadership in September 1993. The 
repertoire of the Women's Chorus spans a broad spectrum, from early music to 
contemporary Canadian composers, and from works composed for young voices 
to the more challenging works composed for adult choruses. 


The chorus was the first University of Toronto Choir to receive an award in the 
CBC Radio Choral Competition, which led to the commissioning of a work, Missa 
Brevis, by the well-known composer Dr. Derek Holman. The Women’s Chorus 
embarked on its first tour in 1993, to Cornell University in Ithaca New York, and 
last Spring the chorus was joined by the Radcliffe Choral Society from Harvard 
University for a joint concert in Walter Hall. The chorus also premiers new choral 
works by student composers who study at the University of Toronto.
